A. M.—Concluded from page 191. 

Poor mistaken man, no longer dream 
that thou can sin wilfully, and yet escape 
the just chastisement of the Lord. His 
hand will find thee out. His eyes run to 
and fro through the earth, beholding the 
righteous and the wicked, and men wiil dis- 
tinguish ;they must see, if guided by truth 
and light, that God maketh a difference 
between him that serveth the Lord and him 
who serveth him not. Mal. iii. 15. 

In this body dwell those propensities 
which induce man to sin. Bodily appetites 
and passions enter the man. Sin and suf- 
fering follow unlawful indulgences. In 
the self same body in which man offends, 
in it he shall undergo the reward of bis 
folly, and there is no respect of persons. 

The doctrine of the resurrection prohib- 
its the doctrine of future misery. Many 
have supposed that God will raise the dead 
in similar circumstances to those in which 
they departed this life, but the supposition 
is heathenish and anti-scriptural. Paul 
treats largely of the resurrection, but nev- 
er intimates that any should have reason to 
dread, the consequences. He affirms, that 
as in Adam all die, so in Christ shall all 
be made alive. Death was the wages of 
sin; it followed as a consequent, but grace 
reigning through Jesus, the common Lord 
and redeemer of man, abounds to the ob- 

literation of guilt, and the introduction of 
everlasting righteousness; abolishes sin 
and its consequences, disease and death ; 
brings immortality to light, and passes up- 
on all men for justification of life, which 
the son of God imparts to every man with- 
out exception. In the history of the res- 
Urrection Paul does not contemplate moral 
character, nor distinguish parties. There- 


fore, he adops the human body, as the sub- 
ject concerning which be predicates all he 
says, concerning a future state of being.— 
This body is committed to the earth in dis- 
honor, it is raised in glory; in weakness, 
but raised in power; it is sown a nataral 
body, it is raised a spiritual body; it is 
sown in corruption, but raised incorrupti- 
ble ; a mortal body, but raised immortal. 
All must be changed. Flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the kingdom of God, As we 
have borne the image of the earthly, so we 
shall bear the image of the heavenly. Our 
first state of being has been earthly, carnal 
sensual, fleshly, corrupt and mortal; but 
our second mode of being, shall be heaven- 
ly, spiritual, intellectual, incorruptible and 
immortal. O glorious state of unchange- 
able, unmixt felicity. When shall we ene 
ter into and see the joys of our Lord! Re- 
joice, believe. Rejoice in the Lord, his 
beloved disciple informs, you, when Jesus 
appears, youshall be like, i.e. he shall 
change your vile body, and fashion it like 
to his glorious body, by that power by 
which he is able to subdue all things to 
himself—Phil. iii. 21. Jesus, the faithful 
and true witness, testifies that in the res- 
urrection men shall be as the angels of 
God! Blessed Saviour, never did the base 
notions of the resurrection proclaimed by 
pretended orthodoxy, enter thy mind ; nor 
were they known to thine apostles. On 
the contrary they proclaim glory, honor, 
and immortality to every soul of man, ev- 
ery son and daughter of Adam withont dis- 
tinction, as God’s free gift to the whole 
human race. 

No rational man could ever have in- 
dulged in opposite sentiments, had not his 
mind been abased by superstition and dis, 
honorable views of God. There could be 
no proportion between the finite feeble acts 





of men, and interminable pain or bliss...... 
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for the evil or good which man may per- 
form in this life, is abundantly . recompen- 
sed. The future state of existence is en- 
tirely of free, sovereign and unmerited fa- 
vor ; and as God is impartial, he bestowed 
it on all his intelligent offspring indiscrim- 
inately. In this appears the character and 
conduct of a truly benevolent father ; he 
was able to impart blessings and happiness 
to all his offspring, he showed his impar- 
tiality and wisdom in doing so. The Dia- 
theke, testament, or will which he made, 
bequeathed eternal felicity and immortal 
happiness to all the legatees ; and his wis- 
dom and power provide the means, as Om- 
niscience saw necessary, to place every one 
in full possession of the inheritance. O 
how inexpressibly better are the promises 
of the new covenant, than those of the old. 
These were conditional and temporal, but 
eternal and universal honor to the Most 
High God, possessor of heaven and earth ; 
the promises of the new and well ordered 
covenant are absolute and eternal. The 
crown is incorruptible, and fadeth not a- 
way, and reserved in heaven for us. All 
the men in earth, or devils in hell, if such 
beings and place exist, could never touch 
that crown of righteousness, which the 
Lord the righteous judge will give in the 
day of the resurrection and restitution...... 
Gospel hearers, have ye not heard, will ye 
not understand, that the heavens must re- 
tain Jesus till the time of the restitution of 
all things? And does not the apostle tell 
you that he expected the Lord Jesus from 
heaven to change our vile bodies and make 
them like his glorious body? Can ye not 
or will ye not understand, that the change 
and restitution are the same? At that 
happy period, foretold by the prophet, 
His own soft hand shall wipe the tears 
From every weeping eye, 
And pains, and groans, and griefs,and fears, 
And death itself shall die. 

The monstrous doctrine which supposes 
sin and punishment to be eternal, is drawn 
from the following premises--men will be 
raised with propensities to sin, there will be 
a law of probation in the next world—itis 


the Almighty Jehovah’s good will and pleas. 
ure that men blaspheme his name to all ¢. 
ternity, thereby affording him the satisfac. 
tion of damning them to new and untried 
scenes of torture, during the unmeasured 
lifetime of the Deity. But hallelujah, the 
lusts of the flesh, and all propensities to 
sin, will rot in the grave. The goodness 
and mercy of Jehovah will never permit 
him to resuscitate them from their well 
merited oblivion. 

The eternal law of love shall be the on- 
ly one known in heaven; and all being 
raised in the image of Jesus, will love even 
as he loved them. Nothing but eternal 
hallelujahs of praise to God and the Lamb, 
shall be heard through the vast empire of 
heaven. Death shall have lost its sting, 
hell shall have ceased to exist. Sorrow 
and sighing shall have fled away, ‘and there 
shall be no more curse. Agpin, hallelujah, 
for the Lord God Omnipotent reigns a- 
lone!

REMARKS. 

The doctrine of a trinity, or three inf. 
nite persons in one infinite God, has 
no doubt obtained credence in the 
world from the want of a thorough ex- 
amination. We would not be willing to 
impute its belief to craft and design ; altho’ 
since its propriety has so much been called 
in question, and its truth disputed with so 
much propriety, perspicuity and strength of 
argument and scripture authority : it seems 
that its advocates are more tenaciously at- 
tached in its support from tradition and a 
dread of innovation, than from any solid ar- 
guments from either reason or revelation. 

We are willing, however, to grant, that 
ifthe English or any other language were 
capable, or did enable us to express our 
several meanings explicitly on this subject ; 
that the real difference between trinitari- 
ans and unitarians would not be so great 
as is imagined. Both believe in but one 





God: Yet when three distinct persons are 
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mentioned, as being equal in power and 
glory ; to some this is a contradiction; to 
others, a sublime and important reality.—: 
Now we observe, that on this point, if lan- 
guage could express our ideas explicitly ; 
perhaps the difference would be small, com- 
pared to our views of it at first thought. — 
That there are three distinct persons in one 
God, as we understand personality among 
men ; cannot, we think, be admitted. A- 
gainst such an idea, we have argued in the 
present discourse: but that idea of person- 
ality, in every sense of the word, or as some 
may understand it, is excluded ; is that, a- 
gainst which we have not argued. 

It is argued, that three persons may be 
one nature ; but not one person; for this 
would be a contradiction. It is, likewise 
argued, that three can never be one, nor 
one three in the same sense. For instance ; 
three re. never be one person ; nor 
one person gree persons: but three per- 
sous may have one nature; and one na- 
ture may have three persons. Hence, the 
sense or meaning of many, wlio believe a 
trinity, is, that the nature is one in three 
persons; and that these persons in relation 
to God are what the facalties of understan- 
ding, memory and wil!, are to the soul.— 
Thus, understanding, memory and will, 
are, as to the soul, three faculties: As to 
God, they are three PERSONS. See Les- 
lie’s Letter, &c. 

Now, if any person chooses to call these 
faculties or perfections of God by the name 
of persons we mean not to object; because 
all we wish for, is to have a clear under- 
standing of what they would mean by per- 
soa. But admitting that these are the 
persons of the trinity, and that the nature 
is one and the same in three; it will not 
remove our objection or reconcile this dif- 
ficulty ; that the first person can hate, 
while the second loves mankind: nor is it 
easy to see how the second person can 
make satisfaction to the first.—Eprror.

Answer to the * Man 1N THE Moon,’ whose 
communication appeared in our last. 
Sir—Your account of the situation, ex- 

tent, manners, customs and religion of your 

country was gratefully received and has 

been read with considerable interest, by a 

numerous circle of friends. 

Intelligent persons here have, before 
this time, supposed that your planet was 
inhabited ; but your account has excited 
an inquiry, which promises a more general 
belief. Our astronomers have duly appre- 
ciatec the truth of your description of the 
mountaineovs and rugged surface of your 
globe. 

They estimate the mountains with you 
to be much higher, in proportion to the 
magnitude of your globe, than we have 
with us. Their great number, together 
with the general unevenness of your coun- 
try, are considered by us, as the reason why 
the sun beams are universally reflected 
from the whole surface of your hemis- 
phere, which is towards us; by which 
our moon light is much greater, than if it 
were a smooth and polished surface ; for, 
in that case, there would be one small 
point, from which light would be reflected 
to us. 

We are satisfied with your manners, 
customs and refigion, that this latter con- 
sists in doing good to others, and in ador- 
ing the great and common parent. 

Bat, in many things, you far exceed us. 
If your rulers and teachers have never dis- 
covered a disposition to oppress; your case 
is very different from ours. Oppression, 
with us, has been very great and from the 
remotest antiquity. It has been equally 
great with the ecclesiastical as with the Civ- 
il power. Scenes of havoc and blood, of 
persecution and destruction have been in- 
stigated by the clergy ; and the civil power 
has executed them without mercy upon dis- 
senters from their dogmas. The civij 
power united with the ecclesiastical, has 
formed an horrid beast, in most countries, 
which has trodden down and torn mankind 
to pieces. In short, this boast has been 


drunken with the blood of thousands and of 
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millions of our most useful citizens. 

Thus you may form some idea of our 
sufferings from avaricious and cruel men, 
both civil and ecclesiastical. Our history 
is shamefal; it is disgraceful to humanity- 

Liberty, civil and sacred, is making some 
advances among us; but it has to contend 
with mighty opposition both from charch 
and state. Where liberty is enjoyed, it 1 
with difficulty that it can be continued: 
such isthe thirst and unhallowed desire of 
binding not only the civil liberties, but e- 

ven the consciences of men in their oppres- 
sive chain. The torments of an eudless 
hell, and the wrath and fury of an incensed 
and avenging God, are poured forth, us the 
certain doom of all those, who dare to dis- 
pute the clergy, or wish for a reform in the 
civil kingdom. 

Quis, fando heac, temperet a lacrimis? 

Who, in relating these things can refrain 
from tears? 

With respect to the existence of a being 
called the Devil, distinct from ali other bee 
ings, we observe, 

1- That we do not believe, that sin ever 
did or can enter the heaven of glory, or 
where the just are made perfect: if not, an 
holy angel, in heaven, could never be tur- 
ned into a devil: for that would be an en- 
trance of sin. 

2. If the devil was cast out of heaven 
aid came here to p:ague mankind ; all men 
could, with propriety, say, that the devii 
came from heaven; and who would be wil- 
ling to assert this? 

8. If there be such a distinct being as 
the devi! ; he must be a dependant or an 
independent being. If dependant, that de- 
pendance must be on God the creator; and 
it God supports him in existence, it must 
be for some purpose, and that purpose 
must be good: and if the purpose of his ex- 
istence be good ; I see not why we should 
fear. If he be independent, and be so des- 
perately bad, then I see not but that he may 
destroy us all; especially those, who ca- 
luwniate his character. 

4. To say that he ig chained, and yet at 
libesty ; that he is @onfined to one place, 


and yet is every where ; that he is confined 
in darkness, and yet works in the light as 
well as in the darkness: that he is every 
where and in every human creature at one 
and the same time, working like a devil, ig 
too absurd to be admitted by men of intelli. 
gence and cardor. Gentlemen, who are 
destitute of these qualities, will believe as 
they see fit. 

5. Our teachers in the doctrine of de. 
vils, and that their existence and malice are 
endless; know, at the same time, that, 
that which is called the devil and his works 
wil) be destroyed ; let his existence be what 
it may, he is tu cease or be destroyed.— 
This they know; but yet preach that he 
will exist to all eternity to punish wretch- 
es in hell, This, sir, is the preaching of 
the greater part of our clergy. An unbe- 


lief in such a devil, is considsred by them 
as leaguing with the devil t turn ali 
religion ; as fighting again od. Bot, 


sir, these doctrines are losing credit; and 
it is to be hoped that they may be univer- 
sally-discarded. 

6. You mentioned, that neither king, 
priest nor witchcraft had been known a- 
mong you; but (we speak it with regret) 
our globe has been plagued with them all. 
It is believed that priestcraft has led the 
van; kingcratt tizs been its auxiliary, and 
witchcraft has brought up the rear. But 
as kingcraft, in this particular country, is 
very little known; so priestcraft cannot 
greatly prevail. ‘This makes a croaking in 
their marshes, But it is time, that those, 
who have so long deceived the people ; 
and lived, at ease, upon the hard earnings 
of honest men; should be detected in their 


absurdities, and their false doctriues exp0- 
sed.~—Epiror.

lieve, whether * their unbelief would make 
the faith of God without effect ?” To the 
whole the apostle answers, ** God forbid.” 

We will make a few brief remarks on 
the two following particulars : 

1. On the Faith of God. 

2. Whether the unbelief of man can ef. 
fect this faith, so as to make it void. 

1. What are we, or what ought we to 
understand by the faith of God ? It would 
be the height of absurdity to suppose, that 
God, to whom every thing past, present and 
to come, was perfectly and intuitively 
known ; should believe or have faith in the 
accomplishment of any of his works. Hence 
the faith, of which the apostle has spoken, 

is faithfulness: and thus 2d. we under- 
stand the passage, that our unbelief cannot 
make the faithfulness of God of no effect. 

God has promised the salvation of all 
men in Christ; his faithfulness respects 
the accomplishment of this object ; if he 
does accomplish this, his faithfulness will 
appear : and it will be accomplished, be- 
cause he who hath promised is faithful and 
will perform. 

Our onbelief of what God has promised, 
can never change his determination, 80 as 
to alter the thing, which is gone out of his 
mouth. If we believe not, he abideth 
faithful, he cannot ceny himself. 2 Tim. ii. 

REMARK. 

If the faithfulness of God respects the 
salvation of all men; the unbelief of the 
unbeliever cannot make it of no effect in 
the issue ; for if it could, that unbeliever 
coald not be saved ; and that one exception 
would destroy the faithfulness of God, or 
make it ofno effect asto him. Thus unbe- 

lief will never be final ; for if it should, the

| preach upon the existence of devils or evil 


spirits, and of a hell. This pledge he re- 
deemed on Sunday the 224 ult. and ina 
manner that made those doubt his doctrine 
who have not indulged doubts heretofore 
upon the subject. I have only time, now, 
to notice a few of his most palpable absur- 
dities—jast enough to show how far a man 
may depart from sanity and yet pass for a 
rational being. 

The first absurdity [ shal] notice io Mr. 
Babcock’s sermon, is his quoting from the 
iv. of St. Luke, to prove the existence of 
the devil, as an embodied being. Mr. B. 
urged the necessity for believing this, be- 
cause we are here told that the devil talk- 
ed with Christ, and also took him into a 
high mountain, and afterwards set bim on 
the pinnacle of the temple, &c. I did not 
suppose any man could be found in the U- 
nited States, who officiates as a teacher, 
that would involve himself thus simply in 
contradiction. Admitting this ianguage to 
be a literal account of actual transactions 
which took place, as Mr, Babcock seems 
to believe it to be, and I ask, where is the 
mountain so high, as to present a view of 
all the kingdoms of the earth? The 5th 
verse of St. Luke iv. reads thus: And the 
devil, taking him up into an high mountain, 
showed unto him all the kingdoms of the 
earth in a moment of time.” This is the 
language Mr. B. wishes us to believe in a 
literal sense ; but before we can do so, he 
must tell us where there isa literal moun- 
tain high enoughto see all rownd the 
earth! Does not Mr. B. know tbat our 
earth is of a globular form, and that while 





standing upon one side of it, however high 
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he may be, he caanot see the opposite side? 
I blush for the man’s ignorance! Ghrist, 
doubtless, stood upon the mountair of hu- 
man pride,which does not want for height ; 
and from the summit of this, he easily saw 
the moral world as it really is. 

After leaving this part of his subject, Mr. 
B. proceeded to the description of Satan’s 
fall from Heaven, where he was once an 
angel, &c. throughout the whole of which 
he kept so close to a part of Milton’s para- 
dise lost, that he was supposed to be quot- 
ing from that book. When the rebellion 
in heaven had failed, the devil, said Mr. B. 
was cast out, and hen God made a place of 
fire and torment, where he confined him to 
alleternity. Here is one piece of news, at 
Jeast, and that is, we have the date of the 
building of this notable hell, of which we 
hear so much. Strange, that God should 
not know, from the first, that he should 
need sucha place! Two questions occur 
here: Ist, How does Mr. B. know the 
date of the building of this hell? and, 2d, 
where did the devil and his company or 
troop stay, while it was building ? How 
stupid a man must be thus to tangle his 
subject! ButI proceed. This devil, it 
must be remembered, was at the time he 
was put into hell,confined there ¢o all eter- 
nity ; and yet Mr. B. before he reached 
the end of his sermon, told us that the same 
devil is out of hell again—again !oose from 
his confinement, and runuing up and down 
im the earth! How did the creature get 
out? He was chained by God himself,the 
author of all power, and yet he broke loose 
and ran out from his den! Mr. B. allows 
more power to this devil, than to his God ! 
and yet Mr. B. is a public teacher ! ! ! 

Mr. B. taaght, in this same sermon, that 
the devil, I suppose the real old fellow of 
all, has many angels or messengers under 
him ; and among these he classed those 
persons who teach the doctrine that there 
is no future punishment. By this I sup- 
pose Mr. B. to mean, those who preach the 
docttine of universal salvation. They teach 
that there is no punishment after the soul 
Teaves its earthly body, and that is what J 








presume he meant to say. Be thisas it may, 
the assertion, if it meant universatists, wil] 
have all the weight it deserves ; and when 
it is remembered, that it comes from a man 
who has proved himself palpably, yea, cu. 
pably ignorant,upon the most common sub. 
jects, and that through that ignorance he ig 
deceiving others, I, for one, do not fear the 
consequences of what he said.

This has been done without reason, with, 
out truth, without evidence ; and can any 
body suppose, that a person, who wrong, 
fully takes from me my good name, would 
be backward, under similar circumstances, 
of taking my life? 

Would our churches, who endeavor to 
afix some immorality on all they excom- 
mupicate for universatism ; come short of 
fire and faggots, if not prevented by the a 
bove considerations? I am obliged to be- 
lieve that they would not come one whit 
behind the ancient persecutors. Theit 
whole conduct towards a universalist is 
proof sufficient; otherwise why do they re- 
use to endeavor to convince such as em- 
brace universalism in their own churches? 
This they will not do; this they refuse to 
do. Butno, you have embraced a damna

ble doctrines and now you shall either re- 
nounce it, or beexcommunicated. It was 
exactly so at the Au to de fe; you area 
wicked heretic ; turn or burn; not aword 
would these monsters say for conviction ; 
nor hear a word the wretch could say in his 
own vindication: no, but I say you area 
heretic, renounce it or death is your por- 
tion. The procedure is exactly the same 
now, that it was then ; all the difference is 
in one word, which is used, viz. excommu- 
nication, instead of burning: you shall be 
excommunicated instead of being barnt.— 
Poor men; they cannot burn men for their 
religion as in days of yore, and so they 
must be satisfied as they can, with excom- 
munication. 

But at this day, excommunication strikes 
no dread, no terror. It is so evidently to 
gratify the base disposition of haughty and 
selfrighteous priests and churches, that 
men, instead of venerating, rather laugh 
at and despise it. 

It is further evident by their endeavors 
tocurtail a universalist of the common 
privileges of mankind ; of the common civ- 
ilities of men, and of using detraction and 
misrepresentaton; likewise in the use 
ofall methods to weaken and prevent 
their enjoyment of privileges, which they, 
the universalists, consider their own; 
likewise the free use of opprobrious epi- 
thets, which discover the overflowings of 
that hate and malice, which in ail ages has 
excited men of their profession to use the 
rack—to turture and burn men atthe 
stake. 

These have been the dreadful effects of 
that temper which so much abounds at the 
presents day ; such a spirit must be earth. 
ly, sensual, and devilish. It is not from 
the God of love, of justice and mercy. 

We say expresses, not gives. This right 


is the gift of God to a!l men, and no hu- 
man constitution can give that which is ours 


from God ; itcan express their right, but 
cannot giveit. Tyrants only have attempt- 
edto rob menof it. It 1s therefore, utter- 
ly unsuitableto say that the constitution 
of this, or any other country, gives liberty 





of conscience, because that liberty is ours, 
as God’s gift. The right of conscience 
cannot be given by kings or priests. I 
can give it to them as really as they can 
give it tome. Therefore, let this pre- 
cious right be so improved as to be useful, 
and not injurious to one another.

_ Perhaps no principles are more efficient 
supporters of the doctrine of calvinism than 
ignorance and its concomitant, prejudice. 
The following are specimens. 

A believer in the impartial grace and 
goodness of God,kad a female relative,who 
was strictly orthodox. She was fond of 
reading, and he frequently furnished her 
with books. It however happened, at one 
time, that he handed her one that espoused 
the Universalian system. This, the good 
old lady was too fious to read, it was laid 
aside with holy anger, and a prohibition 
enacted, against receiving any more books 
from her obliging friend. 

Some time afterwards, however, the old 
lady having “ read out,” as the saying is, 
consented to receive another book from the 
same source, provided it were not, to use 
her own words, ** a universal book.” The 
condition was complied with, when lo ! to 
the great grief of the good old lady, and in 
defiance of the good faith that should keep 
treaties inviolate, there was put into her 
hands, “ Butler’s universal history,” &c. 
A single glance at the title page was soffi- 
cient—the book was immediately denounc- 
ed as a Gamuable work, and in spite of all 
remonstrance or explanation, returned to 
the owner, with positive orders never to of- 
fer her another.
